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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group III (claims 21-24 and 33 in the reply filed on 6-29- 
2008 is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out 
the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 21-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sahota (5,320,605). 

a. Regarding claim 21 , Sahota discloses a balloon catheter, such as in figure 
5, that has an inflatable balloon 38 with an interior and capable of being 
expanded radially without significant distal expansion. A flexible cannula 14 with 
a distal and proximal end with internal channels capable of controlling application 
of fluid under pressure. The balloon 38 is connected to the cannula at multiple 
points 40, with one point of attachment being adjacent the distal end of the 
cannula and a second point adjacent the proximal end of the cannula. 
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b. Regarding claim 22, As can be seen in figure 5, the balloon 38 is attached 
at more than three locations 40 along the cannula 14. 

c. Regarding claim 23, As can be seen in figure 5, multiple compartments 
are formed by the balloon 38 being attached at points 40. 

d. Regarding claim 24, As can be seen in figure 5, multiple compartments 
are formed by the balloon 38 being attached at points 40. One of the 
compartments is an intermediate compartment and is capable of being distended 
less than the other compartments to prevent excessive distension of the patient's 
heart. (Col .7 lines 9-33) 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Sahota 
(5,320,605). 

e. Regarding claim 33, While Sahota substantially discloses the apparatus 
as claimed such as a balloon catheter according to claim 21 (see above) and a 
method of use (claims 5-1 1 and 21 ), it does not specifically disclose the two 
packaged together. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill 
in the art at the time the invention was made to package the method of use of 
Sahota with the device of Sahota so that a user would know how to relieve 
stenotic regions of a body lumen or exchange two or more balloons within a site 
in a body lumen.
